The most sanguine hopes of the na- 
tive Chicagoan and the world's fair 
officiala were realized to their fullest 
extent. The dedication and opening 
days of the expositidn aripeardl lilli- 
pu'tians in contrast with their festival. 
As so n Ha the transportation com- 
panies began to move the m altitude of 
numanity towards thy JacksDii park on 
cable, electric, horse and steam cars, 
and the lake steamnrs, they found thou- 
sands ready to be carried to the 
grounds. 

The turnptilofl were set in motion at 
6:20 and thoro was a waiting crowd 
outside at that hour. From that time 
from the admiuisi ration dome the eye 
could behold a mighty army of iiieti, 
women iind children niarchinu from 
tho entrances over the broad walKs aud 
along the great caBino, all in holiday 
drebs, smiling anil merry, and carrying 
all manner of receptacles for lunches. 
The advance purchases of over ii5t»,000 
souvenir tickets prevented a blockade 
at the ticket ofticeg, aud the huiuln ds 
of einjiloyes at the gates handii'd tho 
stream of incoming people witlumt 
troul'le. 

The scenes created by the multitude 
probably liavo had no counterjiart in 
American hLstcry, In many respects 
they reminded the observer of the 
scenes on England's gr«»it derby day on 
Epsom Downs, of London's bridges and 
streets adjacent to the stations. Every 
exposition building was decorated en- 
pecially in honor of Chicago, but the 
Illinois building was the most gorgeous 
of all. The dome was covered with 
flags and streamers, which fluttered in 
the mild morning breeze. Tho walls 
and windows and roofs of other build- 
ings were brilliant of colors of all na- 
tions. In the west entrance of Illinois 
building the magic name of Chifioao 
was set in electric globM NSdy iOK We 
night's illumination. 

The first event arranged by the 
world's fair commissioners tcwk place 
at 0 o'clock and was more closely asso- 
ciated with Chicago's birth and oarly 
history than anything else on the pro- 
gram. The old Pottawatomie chief, 
Simeon Pokagon, whosa father de<ii- 
cated the land upon winch Chicago is 
now situated, came from his home in 
Hartford, Mich., for Chicago day, 
stood beside the Columbia bell with 
uncovered head in the dress of white, 
and eyed the homage of thousauda. 
He was born 63 years ago, Sept. 27, on 
the day that the transfer was delivered 
to the United States. He wore a suit 
of beaded buckskin and moccasins, aud 
looked a tvpical Indian on tho warpath, 
although he camo with a message of 
peace, standing as a historical ngoxe 
between tho Chicago of jflBterday Mid 
the Chicago of today. 

These two old and leoblu Pulluwa'uJ- 
mie chiefs were the ideals of tho hour. 
Several thousand people scrambled and 
and pushed in a wild endeavor to shake 
their hands. Miss Emma C. Sickela, 
the heroine of Pine Ridge, iutr'jducea 
the two Indians to the multitude which 
surrounded the new clarion of liberty. 

Referring to Chief Potkagon, she 
said: "This magnificent city now has 
as its guest an old and feeble man 
whose life has been spent in exile from 
the l^nd of his father. Where his 
fa^^ir once presided over councils he 
now Ntarns to find an exposition of 
the peace aud progress of the world. 
This is the first time that a place of 
honor or any recognition has been 

Sven at the Columbian exposition to 
e first inhabitants aud owners of this 
country. The ground upon which 
these two Indians stand is really theirs, 
becaose the United States govornmeut 
has not yet paid them for it But 
money wul be paid after yeai-s of ap- 
pealing through moral and legal chan- 
nels." 

Chief Pokagon was received with 

great cheering, waving of hats, etc He 
ad his speech written out. but only 
read part of it, as Ins coiuinand of Eng- 
lish waa not suiflc ion t for the ocv'asion 
nor his voice strong. Tliis is j>art of 
what be said and was said for hnu: "If 
any of my countrymen feel the sting of 
oegleot beeanse their rights hnvp been 
igntVttd at the great worUi'.H fair until 
now, X beseech them to lay aside all 
Utterneaa or spite. Let us not crucify 
onnelves by going over tho bloody 
trial* W9 have trod in other days, but 
rather let as hope for the future and 
rtjdoa in the present 

"Tlx qoestion comes up lo ns again 
and again, what can be done for the 
beat good of the race. The answer to 
OmU plain. We must give np tho pur- 
pnitB of our fathers, in place of the 

Sin« bow and arrow, we must take up 
• plow and live as -■►'hite men do. 
They most loam and love to waive the 
Stat and stripes, and at aJfl timer rejoice 
tlUkt tbey are American citizens. Our 
children most be educated and learned 
tha trad^ of white men. We most 
coiiTiE^.th* world in tbie, Colnmbiaa 



I was paineii to icarn tliat some who 
shorila have l)(>en iiiferest.ed in our ueo- 
pie discouraged our cominK to the fair, 
alleging openly that we were heartless, 
soulless and godless. The great west 
has been swallowed up by the white 
mi n and by adojitioii we are children of 
thin Kreat rejmblic. When I crossed 
the great line and entered the gates of 
the white city 1 stood aghaat trying to 
drink in its vastness. Mv heart 
totobbed within me an in iwyhood, 
When the first time, bow in hand, a 
frightened deer leaped ont before me." 

Chief John Young was then present- 
ed to the people, but he did not speak. 
The twt) cniefs, Miss Sichels and Thad- 
dens S. Taylor, who came to Chicago 
in 1837, and whose father, Lathorp M. 
Taylor, of ^Qth Bend, was a witness 
to the sale of Chicago's site by the 
Pottwatomie, grasped the red, white 
and blue covered ropi} made from 
(cores of contribntions from all nations 
at the fair, and gave the big bell a 
number of quick strokes, followed by 
the plaudits of the multitude. After 
l>eiiiK photographed tli.'v ratfMd WiU| 
their friends to see the fair. 

The ground of the terminal plaza could 
not be seen, for the masses of the peo- 
ple who tilled it in front of the stand 
erected for the chorus of the 2,000 
voices under the direction of W. h. 
Toralina and orchestra. The progam 
was: Overture, "AU N.itioiis," "Star 
Spangled Banner," refrain bv the mul- 
titude; "Dixie," "My Native Land," 
"My Old Kentucky Home.'" "Down on 
the Snwanee River," and ending with 
"Columbia, the Qem of tho Ocean." 

While tlie festival of song and in- 
strumental music was in progress, Chi- 
cago's crack society cavalry troop, the 
Chicago Huzzars pas'od bv on their fine 
horse>; from the Midway tHaisanca. A 
path for them was made through the 
mnltitndi' with difficulty. 

The face of the earth on the plasa 
bounded by the terminal station, ad- 
ministration, machinery hall and 
mining buildings was hidden from 
human sight at noon by a hundred 
thousand soula, brought together by a 
roramon desire to near the bell of 
liberty ring out in honor of Chicago 
day and see if tbey could not hear 
Ma}-or Harrison, who held the rope of 
all nations whlon brought the clapper 
in contact with the b- 11. From a 
height the sea of npturned faces, hats 
and bonnets preMnted a picture which 
has never been seen in this country. 
The people pushed and crushed against 
each other, the center of the crush be- 
ing just around the li"ll, where the 
mayor of Chicago stood with rope in 
hand, prepared to ring out for Chicago. 

Miss Bickels presented to him tiie 
original deed for the site upon which 
Chicago is built. The mayor, in ac- 
:epting the historic relic, in the name 
of the city, said that the only people on 
earth who were entitled and merited 
receiving it were the people of Chi- 
cago. He* related! the early history 
of Chicago when it waa a traaing post 
between the great lake and the Missis- 
bippi. He declared Chicago had thriven 
as no other city bad ever thrived. 
Twenty-two years ago it had been de- 
vastated by fire. The pain of its suffer- 
ings had gone to the utmost parts of 
tho earth. Like Niobe it was all tears 
and the world thought it would remain 
in tears, but with that energy peculiar 
to the people it has risen pboeuiz like 
from the ashes. He acknowledged fads 
descent from, the original owners of 
Chicago and informed the multitude 
that the blood of Pocahontas flowed in 
his veins. Chicago would always keep 
the deed which had iuat been presented 
and see that law and order were always 
maintained so that the city wonld be- 
come greater. 

The tens of thonaands then surged 
away from the bell-ringing scene and 
quickly dissolved in the mass at hn- 
manity wUob oould bs saenonarwy 
side. 

The force of guards was entirely in- 
adequate for the occasion, and com- 
plaints of pocket picking, fainting 
women ana straggling people wore 
heard and seen dnripg the naif hoar 
which was occupied by the intereefeing 
ceremony. 

The crowning klorj of the anni- 
versary day WAS the pageantry which 
eoo,00(fpeople viewed within the gates 
of the Cotamblan city at night Soon 
after the sun went down— to be re- 
placed by the j)6wer of electricity— the 
procession of 20 magnificent floats wljkb 
their occupants of both sexes entered 
the fair grounds throngh the Sixty- 
second street gate. The first represent 
«)d Chioasro in ner srowtb, lead by the 
Iowa state band. Then came the geo- 
ins of mxtaUt, sorroanded by a select 
c horns of BO women. The next float 
represented Chicago and its t]rpi4*l 
motto, "I will." eulded by liberty and 
surrounded by all states of the Union 
aud welcomed by aU peojd* of the 
Untoo.. M ^ 'ov 0(«Ben were 
miMio, walptiUiei tekabt and litera- 
turck 

Chicago in 1818, a trading post, and 
the memorable picture was next por- 
trayed in' a realistio plotnre. Chicago 
in war and peace were next depiotnxed 
in floats, which called forth thandering 
applanse from the moltitade from 
which the illuminated thVonf jptssed 
around the court of honor. Tne fire 
came next, representing Chicago in 
l»7l. The commerce of Chicago was 
represented by an argosy with a single 
sail on which the world, which is sym- 
bolic of Chicago was emUaaoBM. The 
most magnificent float in the entire 
procession was iUastrativa of Oolam- 
bus at the ooart of Isabella. The char- 
acters of tha float were assnmed by 
the memben of the Columbian club 
of Cbicifla 

Floats were also famished by foreign 
born residents of Chicago, illnstratlng 
foreign bom characters and foreign 
events. Great Britain, Sweden, Ire- 
Land* Bohsimlo, Fraooti, Canada and 
Polimd were repreeented by one or 
more floats after the Chicago pafeant 
had passed between thebl$^maMof

. 'i'be IMI float in the proeeOsion was 
"Eleotra, the Genius of Electricity," 
drawn by eight horses. It was repre- 
sented by enormous dragoons, chang- 
ing colors fiWBJBMILto red and light- 
ed within hyT<m>«8otrio lights. 

There was a break in the procession 
after those illnstrating the nlstory of 
Chicago had pajisfl. and ' thonaands 
started homward ahaeir the I mpi sM l on 
that the night pageant was om. 

The display of fireworks on the lake 
front adjoinug the grounds was mag- 
nificent The special pieces were illus- 
trative of old Fort Dearborn, the old 
city hall, Chicago welcoming the 
world, Old Qloryt carri ed. by Baldwin, 
the aeronaut IntolhkhilVlms; Chicago 
trinmphant being a lo a prodaotion of 
Niagara Falls along the peristyle; the 
burning of Chicago, covwing an area 
of 14,000 square feet producing four 
scenes, and the picture of Chicago's 
first mayor. 

The wooded island was ablase with 
fairy lamps. 

All the avenues snrroanding the 
eottrt of honor, and every pdnt of im- 
portance facing the coortj VVM the top 
of the peristyle, were filled with spec- 
tators of the afternoon proceenon, 
which was called the reunion of states. 
Nearly 8,000 boys and girls oooompa- 
nied by MDds, marched in seetioBS to 
present the history of commerce and 
resources of the American states. The 
fitnudards and shields of the states with 
their uamen and the year of their entry 
in the Union, were borne at the head of 
each procession. 

A large number of casnalities result- 
ed at the downtown terminid stations 
f rt)m the omorowded cars.

Wapakonbta, O., Oct 10.— Sunday 
night the most deetructive fire in 10 
years visited this city. It originated in 
Dr. A. Q. Foreman's office at 3 a. m. 
and was communicated to so adjoining 
barn, which burned with fierce rapidity 
and had gained such headway that the 
steamer -was oaahle to oo^flns the 
fiames to' Ihtoe Imfldings. In quick 
■uccessiou three other barns became ig- 
nited, and in less than half an hour the 
powerhouse and two large buildings, 
composing the Means & Kohler ware- 
houses, were on fire aaa hayond con- 
trol. 

Two frame buildings owned by Adorn 
flctaaffer and Theodore Dickman, situ- 
atod one on either aide and in immedi- 

ato proximity to the warehouses, had a 
miraonloos escape. After the build- 
ings in the immediate vicinity had been 
thoroughly drenched with water and 
were safe, the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton stotion, which is located 
about 200 feet north, but in the course 
of the high wind which was blowing 
and to which no attention had been 
paid, suddenly burst out in flames and 
it was with the greatest difiSculty that 
the lower portion of the structure was 
saved, the roof being entirely con- 
sumed. 

Aid was telegraphed for from Lima 
early during the fire, but the train con 
veymg the engine and hose trucks 
came too late to oe of any service aud 
they were not unloaded. The fire con- 
sumed 10 large t>uildlngs completely 
besides four freightcars, several out- 
btuldings and the upper portion of the 
station. The losses are over 125,000. 
which is insured for about hidf. Cause

Washinoto.n. Oct. 10.— The segslon 
of the senate was given np entirely to 
considering the Sherman act. The 
question came up in three separate 
forms. The first was a sort of personal 
explanation by Mr. Harris (Dsn., 
Tenn.) in reply to resolutions adopted 
at a joint meeting of the Memphis Cot- 
ton and Merchants' Exchange, con- 
demning the course of the Tsnasssss 
senators on tho cjuestion. 

Mr. Harris, declared his di.sregard of 
a threat contained in the resolutions 
and said that the maintenance of his 
self-respect was of vastly more im* 
portance to him than any ofllce WithiB 
the gift of any people. 

After that incident came the resolu- 
tion offered by Mr. Wolcott (Rep., 
Colo.) last Saturday, in.-^t meting the 
finance committee to put into legisla- 
tive form the bimetallic declaration of 
the policy contained in tho Voorhees 
.substitute. 

Mr. Wolcott criticised the president 
for his letter to Governor North of 
Georgia, characterizinff it as ' intru- 
sive, offensive and unhtting the rela- 
tions that should ezsist between the 
legislative and executive departmcDta - 
of the government." 

Mr. \ oorhees made the resolution the 
groundwork of a speech defending the 
repi ' il bill and asserting that the state- 
ment that it demonetized silver, even 
if rei)eated a huinlred thonsand times, 
was not true. He declared that he was 
ready, when the Sherman law no longer 
disgraced the statute books, to act 
proni]ity in carrying out the pledge 
which the bill contained. 

TIk.' Wolcott resolution was fiiiallv 
sent to the calendar, and the rep'-al bill 
projier taken np. l'i»on it Mr. Cockrell 
(Dem., Mo.) occupied the door for three 
hours and a half and had not concluded 
his remarks when the senate at 5:80 ad- 
journed. 

In the House. 

Washington. Oct. 10.— The debate 
on the federal election bill closed, and 
the voting v.-ill begin today. At no 
time during tlie discussion has there 
been much iitteiition given speakers on 
either side of the (luestion. Through- 
out the past 10 days the attendance in 
the house has been far below the aver- 
age, and the disputants usually ad- 
dressed a large array of empty seats. 
Even the last day of the discunsion was 
not produc tive of much interest. 

Tho prim ipal speakers on the Uepub- 
lican side w» re DoUiver of Iowa, Payne 
of New York and Boutelle of Maine. 
The latter is one of the ai^Kressive 
talkers of the house and ho introduced 
some fire into the debate, but it soon 
died out.

It 
remains to l)e si-cn whcthrr or not too 
mudi improvement is hast'il on the lute 
rains. Much (lei>en(ls on late frosts as 
to "the outcome of the late corn. The 
earlv corn liaa mostly l>een cut. and 
much t>f it has cored op light and chaffy. 
Per cent. U7i. 

"Wheat sowing will advance more 
rapidly since the rain. The farmers are 
very backward with this crop, and the 
indications are that the acreage will not 
be so larije. 

"Should the weather continue favor- 
able, fall grataea will be all that could be 
datired.

"The condition of atoek, bortet, mnles, 
cattle and hogt it reported good every- 
where.
